At cost of SR60m 

New Jeddah clinic lavishly equipped

JEDDAH, Dec. 1 1 — Gover- 
nor of Mecca Prince Fawa 2 
Sunday will declare open a 
new private hospital here 
which may be the most lavish 
and best equipped in the 
.Middle East. 

The seven-storey Dr. Sulei- 
man AJ-F&qih Hospital on 
Palestine Road in Hamra has 
cost SR 60 million and took 
three years in construction. 

Dr. Faqih. a Saudi who 
graduated 19 years ago from 
Cairo University, was tor many 
yeare the senior medical ser- 
vices superimendant for the 
western region. But he quit "to 
realize a lifelong dream of 
building the best hospital that 
money can provide.” 



The senior staff consists of 
ten Egyptian professors of me- 
dicine all of whom are specia- 
lists, six junior docrors who are 
also specialists in addition to 
two genera) practitioners. 


“Even if the senior specialist 
is not available, a junior spe- 
cialist wRl be there lo take 
care of patients," Faqih said. 


The outpatients department 
wiH have ail the specialists 
available to the inpatients, 
Faqih said, with comfortable 
waiting rooms and a cafeteria.

KHARTOUM. Dec. U (R) 
— About 100,000 Eritreaos, 
braving heavy Ethiopian go- 
vernment air and artillery 
bombardments are fleeing to 
the protection of the moun- 
tains following the surrender 
of Keren, the last stronghold 
of separatist forces in the pro- 
vince. a guerrilla spokesman 
said Monday. 

The spokesman, from the 
Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front (EPLF). which is fight- 
ing for the independence of the 
Red Sea province from Ethio- 
pia, said 5,000 people had 
been killed in air and artillery 
strikes on tbe columns of t e- 
fugees and on the villages they 
had left. 

Another 8,000 had received 
medical treatment for disease 
and exhaustion since the start 
of the exodus to the moun- 
tains of northern Eritrea. 

The mass movement began 
after guerrilla leaders ordered 
a retreat from Keren in the 
face of a big government of- 
fensive two weeks ago. 

The spokesman said some 
Ethiopian pilots appeared so 
eager to rain bombs on the 
columns of Eritreans that they 
dropped them in clusters which 
often collided and exploded 
harmlessly in mid-air. 

Last weekend 500 persons 


from areas once under EPLF 
'control had crossed into Sudan 
at Karora town on the nor- 
thern tip of the former Italian 
colony. 

Although the guerrillas plan- 
ned to return to the front’s 
rural bases and resort to guer- 
rilla tactics, drought and sheer 
numbers made il impossible 
for everyone to remain in Eri- 
trea. There would be big addi- 
tions to the 250.000 Eritrean 
refugees already living in Su- 
dan. the spokesman said. 

He said the EPJLF estimated 
there was an urgent need for 
milk powder and other food 
supplies, blankets and all sizes 
of Lents to save those fleeing 
the government advance. 

“These people need clothing, 
shelter, food and medickie. 
Without outside help we can- 
not shoulder the burden,"' he 
said. 

The retreat from Keren, a 
town of some 40,000 and the 
front's “shadow capital.” was 
ordered on Nov. 27 as 250 
tanks and 35,000 troops drove 
toward it in a pincer move-

Valerie Browning, an Aus- 
tralian nurse who has just re- 
turned to the Sudanese capital 
from a period in EPLF nor- 
thern base areas, said the prin- 
ting department at the front’s 
headqaurters m Fah was still 
printing 2.000 school textbooks 
a day despite the offensive. 

A school for 2,000 orphan 
pupils was continuing normal- 
ly in another area where class- 
rooms were in caves linked by 
tmy ledges along which the 
children walked Indian-ffle 
hugging the rock. 

The school's population has 
been swollen by the arrival of 
700 “Red Flower” children 
evacuated from the southern 
front in June. The EPLF runs 
a moss organization called the 
Red Flower for children aged 
five to 12. 

One 10-year-old told the 
nurse: “We don’t mind about 
the towns.

CAIRO. Dec. 11 (AP) — 
Egyptians showed some plei- 
sure and plently of dismay 
Sunday over the a wards- giving 
ceremony in Oslo that bestow- 
ed ihe Nobel peace prize joint- 
ly upon Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin.

“Sadat deserves the whole pri- 
ze.” a Cairo shopkeeper insis- 
ted. “Sadat opened the doors 
and pursued the goal, while 
Begin has been reluctant and 
intransigent.” 

One Egyptian thought U.S. 
President Jimmy Garter should 
have been awarded “a quarter 
of the prize .Begin another 
quarter, and the rest should 
have gone to Sadat” 

“After all. Carter gave the 
peace process a big push at 
Camp David.” said Mustafa 
Muhammad, a telex operator. 
“But ! don’t see why Begin 
should get anything. He hasn’t 
shown any concrete intention 
for the peace as yet.” 

A few Egyptians said, how- 
ever. that in accepting the 
sharing of the Nobel peace 
prize with Sadat. Begin has 
taken on himself a great res- 


ponsibility - to show the 
world that he is really sincere 
about peace in the M5ddle 
East. 

A housewife thought Sadat 
should have relinquished the 
entire prize to Begin, 
“because we are not at all con- 
cerned with the formalities of 
peace.” 

The Cairo newspaper “Akh- 
bar el Yom" published a car- 
toon drawing a winged “angel - 
of the peace” addressing the 
world: “We have decided to 
offer Sadat half the Nobel prize 
for peace because he boarded 
a plane, crossed the oceans of 
wars and made peace with Is- 
rael.

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Venus data alters 
conceptions about 

birth of universe

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MOUNTAIN VIEW. Cali’ 
fornia, Dec. 12 (AF) — lafor- 
m ation from Earth's la Lest en- 
counter with Venus has caused 
a complete revision in theories 
about how the solar system 
formed. 

“It certainly is back to the 
drawing board," Dr. Thomas 
Donahue said Sunday. The 
University of Michigan physi- 
cist designed the 30 experiments 
carried out in the Venusian 
atmosphere for the National 

Aeronauucs and Space Adm- 
inistration. 

Totally Unexpected 
The surprises came as scores 
of scientists at me research 
cemer checked mlormauon re- 
layed from five separate spaee- 
cralt during their descent Sa- 
turday to the planet's torrid 
surface, as web as from one 
which remained in orbit. 

“Its a totally unexpected re- 
sult," said Dr. Micnael Mc- 
Elroy, a Harvard University 
physicist. "It appears that Ve- 
nus formed ot different stuff 
than Earth." 

Argon-36 

The scientists found that the 
atmosphere appears to contain 
Argon-36 gas m proportions as 
much as 100 times greater than 
on £anh or Mars. 

The findings are important 
because Argun-36 is an inert 
gas and cannot be created after 
a planets formation. If Venus 
was formed in the same way 
as Earth and Mars, it probab- 
ly would have about tbe same 
concentration. 

It means either that Venus 
was formed from substances 


different from those of the rest 
of the solar system or the tor- 
mation process itself was diffe- 
rent. 

Dead Theories 

"ll sure means that we've 
got to rethink the whole fomaa- 
tion theories of the inner pla- 
nets of the solar system." said 
Dr. John Hoffmann, a Univer- 
sity of 'lexas- Dallas physicist. 

The data transmitted irom 
the probes — 53.6 million kilo- 
meters from Earth — is being 
translated into sketches or 
clouds, Winds and other fea- 
tures of Venus ai tracking sta- 
tions in California and Austra- 
lia. 

Convoy 

The five probes, the first U.S. 
ships to land on Venus, are 
self -contained pieces of a sin- 
gle craft that split apart as it 
neared the planet. It was fol- 
lowing the ship Pioneer 1 which 
is sull orbiting Venus. 

One of the five unexpectedly 
continued to send information 
Saturday for almost an hour 
after crash-landing on the 47U 
degree centigrade surface. 

The first data tc contradict 
what scientists thought they 
knew about Venus was a tem- 
perature reading 25 miles above 
the planet of 121 degrees cen- 
tigrade, much higher than was 
assumed. 

Pioneer 1 will continue to 
orbit Venus, the brightest pla- 
net in Lhe solar system, ior at 
least eight months. 

Scientists are expected to 
study the results for months 
and perhaps years.

FBI learns from JFK killing 


WASHINGTON, Dec. J I 
(AP) — William Webster, dir- 
ector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, has a new con- 
tingency plan for investigating 
any future assassination of a 
president or other elected offi- 
cial, FBI sources say. 

The FBI director was called 
before the House Assassina- 
tions Committee Monday to 
describe tbe plan developed to 
avoid deficiencies such as those 
in the investigation ot the late 
President John F. Kennedy's 
murder. 

The House committee dis- 
closed at public hearings in 
October that Kennedy's autop- 
sy put one of the buMet wounds 
four Inches too low, an error 
that supported speculation of a 
second assassin. 

Chief Counsel G. Robert 
Blakey also said at the hear- 
ings that the Kennedy family 
apparently destroyed evidence 
— the late president's brain — 
for fear it might he exploited. 

Blakey and several committee 


members suggested that such 
autopsies should be conducted 
by the best experts available 
and that no family should be 
able to destroy evidence. 

Kennedy's autopsy was con- 
ducted at Bethesda Naval Hos- 
pital because he had been in 
the Navy. A committee official 
said at a press briefing weeks 
ago that under procedures in 
force until only recently, if 
President Carter had been as- 
sassinated, his autopsy also 
would have been performed at 
Bethesda because he, too, is a 
former navyraan. 

“Whaiever pathologist was 
on duty, perhaps a 29-year-old 
lieutenant, would be perform- 
ing the autopsy, with every 
likelihood n would be subject 
to all kinds of questions, just 
like the one performed un Pre- 
sident Kennedy," said the offi- 
cial, who declined to be named. 

A law enacted in response 
to Kennedy's assassination 
makes such murders a fede- 
ral crime and makes the FBI 


responsible tor meir entire in- 
vestigation. 

The four-inch autopsy error 
clouded the original investigat- 
ing commission's conclusion 
that Lee Harley Oswald tired 
both shots that hit Kennedy in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1P63. 

The autopsy mistakenly put 
the second bullet entry -wound 
low on the back of Kennedy's 
head, which would indicate the 
bullet was fired by a second 
gunman from a point lower 
than Oswald's sixth-floor win- 
dow. 

The commission, charred by 
former Chief Justice Earl War. 
ren, tried to explain the discre- 
pancy by suggesting Kennedy's 
head was bent far forward 
when tbe buiie: hit but movies 
clearly show it was not. 

Committee experts said 
X-rays show the bullet actual- 
ly hit higher — and that tra- 
cing the bullet path out of the 
correct wound location shows it 
was fired from the sixth floor 
window. 
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be flown to California.

Delaware law requires a 
death certificate before a 
corpse can be shipped, buried 
or cremated, but death certifi- 
cates weren't issued for the 
bodies in Guyana because the 
required autopsies weren't per- 
formed.

Many Israeii housewives have 
simpty given up on budgeting

a few weeks advance. 

“Ninety percertt of d» peo- 
ple with accounts at our bank 
tive cm overdraft," said an offi- 
cial with Book Leumi.

‘The World of Islam.* 

Edited by Bernard Lewis. 
London: Thames and Hudson, 
1976.

JEDDAH — Although the 
works of many Muslim scholars 
wer.e known in the Middle Ages, 
it was not until the 1 6th cen- 
tury that Europe mads a con- 
certed effort to understand the 
religious, social and artistic cul- 
ture of Islam and to study the 
languages of the Muslim peo- 
ples. Even then, this study was 
confined to the universities and 
learned societies and the liter- 
ature that was produced was 
specialist. J-n our own day, 
much of the achievement of 
Islam in an enormously wide 
spectrum of arts and sciences 
remains only partially apprecia- 
ted by the layman. 

For this reason, an increasing 
number of interpretative books 
on Islam produced by scholars 
for a general readership is to be 
welcomed. 


art, literature, music and the 
sciences. After a core study 
. of the sources of Islamic tradi- 
tion in the Arab Middle East, 
special sections are devoted to 
Iran, Spain, Turkey and India. 
There is a very interesting 
chapter on the evolution of the 
contemporary position of the 
world of Islam. One feels, how- 
ever. that the absence of any 
significant reference to Islam in 
Southeast Asia, where Indone- 
sia and Malaysia account for a 
Muslim population of 120 mil- 
lion with a creative Islamic 
tradition, is quite a serious 
omission. 

An especially attractive fea- 
ture of this 360-page volume 
is the collection of about 500 
illustrations of a fascinating 
and variety.

armament, of abolishing toe 
teaching and learning of war. 
Two prophets. Yeshayahu Ben 
Amotz and Micha Hamorash- 
ti, having foreseen the spiritual 
unity of man under God — 
with his word coming forth 
from Jerusalem — gave the na- 
tions of the world toe follow- 
ing vision expressed in identi- 
cal terms: 

“And they shall beat their 
swords into plough — shares 
and their spears into pruning 
hooks. Nation shall not lift up 
sword aga : fist nation: neither 

shall they learn war any 
more." 

We mortals who believe in 
divine providence, when re- 
calling those sacred prophe- 
cies, ask ourselves not whe- 
ther. but when is this vision 
going to become reality.

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U.S. walks off 
with Davis Cup 

RANCHO MIRAGE, California, Dec. II (AP)— John 
McEnroe, paying singles for his country for the first time, 
won the Davis Cup for the United States Sunday, beating 
England’s Buster Mottram, 6-2, 6-2, 6-1. 

After pummding a service winner at match point, the 
19-year-old stemmed the ball high over the stands, ran to the 
net, jumping and dancing along the way, his aims held high. 

His stunning performance Sunday is a growing evidence 
that he is among the top players in the world, in the class of 
Jimmy Connors and Bjorn Bo eg. 

Brian Gottfried. made it 4-1 for the United States by 
beating John Lloyd 6-1, 6-2, 6-4 in the final match. 

But it was McEnroe, plotting his tactics and playing be- 
yond his years, who won the cup for the United States for 
the first time since 1972.

OAPEC meets today 
for informal talks 


Abu unABl, Dec. II —

OPEC, the international oil 
organization which represents 
boin Arab and non-Arab na- 
tions. 

1 he OAPEC conference 
won't be concerned with fixing 
the price of oil. which is 
UrEC’s responsibility. How- 
ever, the ministers witi hold 
informal negotiations over the 
size of an increase that is 
widely expected to be adopted 
alter a two-year price freeze. 

An important topic at the 
OAPEC meeting will be efforts 
by the Arab oil-exporters to 
increase their control over tbe 
process of refining petro- 
leum. Waiid Khaddouri, chief 
OAPEC spokesman, said. 

In October, OAPEC Presi- 
dent Sheikh AJi Khalifa al- 
Sabah said Industrialized na- 
tions might face a new type of 
oil embargo if they refuse to 
help boost the exporters’ share 
of the refining industry. 

Specifically. al-Sabah said 
supplies of crude oil might 
eventually have to be limited 
if tbe refining issue isn’t resol- 
ved. He urged Western consum- 
ing nations to provide exporters 
with refining technology and 
know-how and to remove some 
trade barriers against imports 
of refined petroleum products. 

The ministers will also con- 
sider ways to improve their 
countries’ control over the 
shipping of oil, and other as- 
pects of the industry. Any re- 
sults wiH be presented at a 
news conference scheduled for 
Wednesday following conclu- 
sion of the conference. 


Further, the OAPEC parley 
will discuss a proposal to build 
a new drydock for repairing 
oil-tankers on the Mediterran- 
ean coast. OAPEC completed 
a similar dock in Bahrain on 
the Gulf in October 1977 at a 
cost of S30G million. 

Finally, OAPEC will discuss 
the agenda for the upcoming 
first Arab ’energy conference, 
to be held here rn March. It 
will also put final touches on 
plans to open a new institute 
in Baghdad, on Jan. I to train 
instructors to teach others 
about petroleum technology. 

OAPEC .includes principal 
representatives of both pricing 
doves and hawks within OPEC. 
Saudi Arabia, for instance, has 
pledged to push for a continua- 
tion of the current price freeze 
at the OPEC meeting, although 
Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani has admitted that 
OPEC probably won't accept 
such a freeze. 

Among the hardline mem- 
bers, Kuwait and Iraq have 
called for price increases ex- 
ceeding ID per cent to com- 
pensate for inflation and the 
decline in value of the dollar. 
The world oH price was last 
raised on Jan. I, 1977 and now 
stands at S 12.70 for a barrel of 
standard Saudi Arabian light 
crude. 

Other countries in both 
OPEC and OAPEC are Alge- 
ria, Libya, Qatar, and tbe host 
United Arab Emirates. OAPEC 
also includes three Arab coun- 
tries that aren’t members of 
OPEC: Egypt, Syria, and Bah- 
rain. These countries don’t pro- 
duce or export large amounts 
of oil, and have never asked 
to join OPEC. 

Non-Arab members of the 
13-nations OPEC are: Iran, 

Venezuela, Indonesia. Nigeria, - 
Ecuador, and Gabon.
